b. The prior art of record teach of a system with method and apparatus for 
analyzing the performance of a data processing system. The prior art of record 
discloses a system in which hardware and data structures can be analyzed and 
design structures and be tested for malfunctions for performance analysis. One 
such example of the prior art is Kaler, et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,467,052. The 
prior ait of record, however, fails to teach singly or in combination with another 
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prior art at least the limitation of "associating each traced computer system 
operation with its own individual and dedicated, event-triggered, operation graph 
finite state machine which contains the complete specification of legal computer 
system operation state transitions, and which monitors the plurality of functional 
units to trace the path of that traced computer system operation through the 
computer system." In the examiners opinion, the subject matter sought to be 
patented as recited in the claims in the application has practical application in the 
filed of data processing system.
